Alonzo Wood, formerly a merchant in 
Dixon with his brother, the late Enoch 
Wood, is here attending court, being a 
prosecuting witness in the criminal trial 
bought here from Ogle, heretofore spok­ 
en of by us. 
It is an interesting case as 
it reminds us of the robberies committed 
in early day s in the west by the “ Banditti 
of the Prairie.”

him and he was arrested.

dice in Ogle county against him a change 
was taken to Dixon.

W hat wo shall do after Sen ator Jones, of 
Nevada, return s, is to try an d pass in com­ 
mitted an d in the senate a bill orderin g tho 
bonds to bo paid in silver an d gold accord­ 
ing to the rates in which they are received 
for duties, and probably to 
< rder t hat the 
reserve for the redemption of legal ten der 
notes shall Ix j mado up of both gold an d sil­ 
ver equally. 
My own idea is also to w ith­ 
draw an d destroy all gold an d silver cer­ 
tificates end issue instead a coin certificate, 
issued for either silver or gold, an d redeem­ 
able in either, as the governm ent chooses. 
The trouble lias been th a t wo have built up 
a distinction between the two. 
This is n ot 
w h rt tho inw intends, an d as long as the 
law rem ains as it is, I shall try to have the 
two treated alike.’’ 
“ W hat do you think, senator, is the pros­ 
pect for effecting this fi’ 
“I thin k th at when Sen ator Jones return s 
we shall be in a m ajority on tbo finance 
commit; cc. 
The attitude of the senate an d 
house n main to l>e determ ined, but I do n ot 
think there is an y need of hurryin g. 
The 
m atter is too im portan t to bo treated by the 
Eustis resolution. 
I only w an t the’govern­ 
m ent to trea t silver an d gold alike. ’ 
Benator Beck added th a t in his opinion 
the Eustis measure was all wrong. 
The law

debt, an d if in terest was to bo thus paid, ho 
thought the prin cipal should also lie paid. 
He favored payin g the bondholders therefor 
on a customs basis.

C o l um b us , Ohio, Jan.* 12.—The inaugura­ 
tion of Joseph B. Forak er as governor of the 
state took place shortly after 12 o’clock 
Monday. 
Governor Hoadly, introduced his 
successor in a felicitous speech, in which he 
warmly congratulated the governor elect on 
his elevation to the ex ecutive chair and ex ­ 
pressed his good will to him. 
Governor Forak er then stepped forward 
and made his inaugural address. 
After 
speak ing of the importance of a free ballot 
and a fair count, and the enorm ity of the 
crime of their suppression, by corruption or 
otherwise, he said the registration law apply­ 
ing to the cities of Cincinnati and Cleveland 
was the result of outrages perpetrated a t the 
elections of 1S84, and that the result of that 
law was a disappointment, in that its effect 
had seemingly only widened the range and 
quick ened the ingenuity of bad men. 
He 
then proceeded: 
“No such bold, barefaced villainy has ever 
been k nown in the history of our elections 
as confessedly was practiced a t the last Oc­ 
tober elections in the cities of Cincinnati 
and Columbus. 
The registration law has 
been held unconstitutional by the supreme 
court, but only because the provisions for 
the registration of voters were deemed un­ 
reasonable. 
The objection is easily over­ 
come, and it is recommended that another 
such law be enacted.” He also recommended 
the revision of the election laws so as to pro­ 
vide for the appointment by some suitable 
authority of a board of election commission­ 
ers or supervisors, both parties being equally 
represented, who shall select good men for 
judges and clerk s of election. 
No person 
appointed by the board to be ex cused from 
such service ex cept for cause approved by 
the board.” 
He congratulated the last legislature upon 
the enactment of a law establishing the 
principles and securing the benefits in Ohio 
of arbitration. 
“This step,” said lie, “has 
been tardily tak en, but it is in the right di­ 
rection, and no less to be appreciated on 
that account. 
A rbitration is, deservedly, 
growing into favor everywhere, not simply 
for the settlement of controversies between 
capital and labor, but also for the adjust­ 
ment of all k inds of differences. 
Such laws 
are too frequently spok en of as though they 
were in the interest of labor alone. 
This y 
a mistak e. 
They are equally in tho interesu 
of capital 
In other countries the best 
results for both capital and labor have been 
obtained not only from arbitration, but 
also from what but a few years ago were 
thought to be impossible systems of co-op­ 
eration or profit-sharing.* There“is no rea­ 
son why lik e results may not be similarly 
secured here. 
\ “In tho same line with this comes another 
thought. 
There are still a few laws on our 
statute book s that create unjust discrimina­ 
tions based on color, 
They should be swept 
away, to the end that our 
colored 
tyllow- 
citizens may have the same rights and the 
same opportunities for education and self- 
elevation and the enjoyments of the rights 
of citizenship that other citizens have, and 
not only should such rights be fully ac­ 
corded, but their enforcement should be ad­ 
equately provided for by appropriate legis­ 
lation.” 
Of the liquor question tho governor said: 
-The so-called Scott law was a wise pro­ 
vision. 
The decision of the supreme court 
declaring it unconstitutional was founded on 
only one feature of tho statute. 
The consti­ 
tutional right to impose the tax was not and 
can uot be successfully questioned. 
The dif­ 
ficulty is removed by simply omitting tho 
objectionable feature. 
Such a measure has 
tin merit of being practical 
It is immed­ 
iate in its benefits and public sentiment will 
uphold and enforce it." 
Govern >r Forak er concluded with a cor­ 
dial ex pression of re*peet and friendship for 
his immediate predecessor, 
w ho, he said, 
though always generous, had never been 
more so than to his successor in office. 
Ho 
felicitated both Governor Hoadly and him­ 
self that the heat of two campaigns in 
which they had opposed each other had not 
weak ened their friendship nor draw n from 
either of them an offensive word toward the 
other, and finally wished him may years 
of life, health an 1 happiness iu w ider fields 
of usefulness and honor. 
The oath of office was then adm inistered 
by Chief Justice Gwen, of the supreme 
court, and proceeding to the west front of 
the capitol the governor and staff reviewed 
the intrude which was an inpusing pageant. 
Lieutenant Governor Kennedy was sworn 
in Monday and address 'd the Democratic 
senate in words of aggressive import.
